MAY STAND A SIEGE. 


Silence of Roberts Gives Rise to Many 


Rumors. 


Bpsclnl by Associated Press, 


London, June 2.—Lord Boberts .cnr.- 


tlcues silent regarding Pretoria, prob- 
ably because he can not wire, of events 
from his own knowledge. Lorenzc 
Marques, where all tho news from the 
Boer side is rehandled, cables that 
communication with Pretoria is now 
suspsadsil. Some messages by courier 
have reached Lorenzo Marques, but 
none of later date than Wednesday. 
These assert that the burghers are la 
a state of panic and that Pr«torla Is 
being controlled by a vigilance com- 
mittee. Lorenzo Marques again sands 
the report that President Kruger has 
l)i!en captured. 


Tha news blank gives rise to a sus- 


picion that the citizens' committee at 
Pretoria may not have been able to 
carry out tlieir plan for securing the 
peaceful entry of Lord Roborts and 
sparing the city the horrors of a siege. 
A peace party appeared to be in ths 
ascendant, and as soon as President 
Kiager and his cabinet left Pretoria, tc 
organize a now capital, the citizens' 
committee persuaded the commandants 
of tho forts to •withdraw some of. the 
troops froia the defenses, perhaps witli 
the view of .keeping order in the town.

Philadelphia, June 2.—Wharton Bar- 


ker, who was nominated for president 
by the middle-of-the-road Populists" 
conventioa at Cincinnati on May 10. 
has written to the notification commit- 
tee a letter of acceptance, in which he 
reviews at length the issues of the 
hour, and defines hJs position thereon. 
He declares for compulsory arbitration 
of labor disputes, Philippine independ- 
ence, free trade with Porto Rico and 
Hawaii aad aa American foreign pol- 
icy. He favors paper money issued di- 
rectly to the people in payment for 
public works and holds that govern- 
ment monopolization of natural mo- 
nopolies would be a blessing. He favors 
scientific treatment of trusts, declares 
for election of "United States senators' 
by popular vote, opposes an alliance 
-with Eagiaad and would emphasize 
the Monroe doctrine. 
The initiative 


and referendum is extolled and an in- 
come tax regarded aa a necessity. He 
asserts that -when a parcel of land- has 
ceased to be used and occupied it 
should revert to the state, thereby pro- 
hibiting the holding of real estate by 
aliens and nonresident landlords.

DYFAMITE 


Used in an Attempt to 


Wreck

The New Orleans States lias been 


making some calculations of the enor- 
mous wealth of John D. Rockefeller, 
the President • of 
the 
Standard Oil 


Company and they figure that he will 
soon be a billionaire and that his for- 
tune will require ten figures to repre- 
sent it. The State's article, says: 


Tlie Standard Oil Company is worth 


.close to ?SOO,000,000, rating its value 
in proportion to the usual railway es- 
timates. A quarterly drridend of 10 
percent has been declared by the com- 
pany, payable June 15. The surn re- 
quried to pay that dividend is $9,725,- 
000. That will make the company's 
total dividends for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30 about ?40,000,000, which is 
5 per cent on 1800,600,000. There 
is 


not in the world to-day, and taere never 
has been, a business enterprise that 
fairly engulfed Its owners with money 
as the Standard Oil concern is doing. 


There are comparatively few. famil- 


ies in the United States that do not 
buy the product of this colmssal comp- 
any. 
Oil is one o£ the chief domestic 


requirements, and ths cost of it, to the 
average family, is a matter of import- 
ance. It is needless to say, In view of 
the figures here p resented, that the 
Standard Oil Company could reduce 
its price one-fourth, aacl probably one 
half, and still pay enormous dividends 
to its stockholders. We have no de- 
sire to emulate Russia, in a genera; 
way, but the czar's plan of fixing oii 
prices in the interests of the con- 
ers, while giving the producer a fair 
profit, would about fill a long felt 
want in the United States. 


It is understood that Mr. John D. 


Rockefeller owns a coatrolling interest 
in the Standard Oi! Company. If that 
is true his wealth must be rated at 
about 5400,000,000 in connection with 
the oil business alone. But he is one 
of the largest, individual owners of 
railroad property in the United States, 
probably the largest. Then he has 
enormous interests In iron, and copper 
mines. 
transportation, 
companies 


and so on, not to mention a paternal 
property interest in Chicago's big uni- 
versity. It may safely bo said that 
John D. Rockefeller is drawing near 
to the.dizzy financial height of a bil- 
lionaire. A few years more, at the 
present rate of accretion, his wealth, 
will have to be represented by 10 fig- 
ures. 


And it was recently stated that Mr. 


Rockefeller is troubled with dyspep- 
sia as a consequence of too close con- 
finement by the demands of business. 
"When the suggestion was made that 
he breafe loose, go to Europe and enjoy 
himself Indefinitely, he wearily replied 
as reported, that he "couldn't spare 
the time."

JJong and Valiant Ser\*Ico DiUin 


From the Civil War. 


Born in Montpelisr, Vt, in 1S37, Ad- 


miral Dewey was graduated from the 
^?aval academy at Annapolis In 185S, 
and -went on the steam frigate Wabash, 
cruising . with 
the .Mediterranean 


squadron until 1859. When Fort Sura- 
ter.was fired on, Dewey was in Mont- 
peiier. Just one week later, April 19, 
1S61, 
he was comrDission&d lieutenant 


and was assigned at once to the steam 
sloop Mississippi, which was to take 
psrt Ia the fierce fighting of the west 
giil£ sauadron. it was on this vessel 
that he got his baptism at fire. 


Captain 
Melanctnon Smith 


manded the Mississippi, a side wheeler 
of 17 guns. The vessel was with.Far-' 
ragut in one of the hottest naval bat- 
Li es of the civil war, when the admir- 
al's squadron forced an entrance tnto 
the moutfi of the Mississippi river, 
running the gantlet of land batteries 
into New Orleans and compelling the 
surrender of that city in April, 1862. 


Commodore Dewey's second smell of 


powder and smoke was the last light 
In which the Mississippi engaged, in 
March, 1863, when the fleet tried to 
run the Confederate batteries at .Port 
to the splendid grounds of the Coluia-j Huron. 'Several'of the ships reached 
bus Driving Pwi association, the plac* > ttw nnrrow port of tho channel, where 


distinguished himself in two fierce bat- 
tles—one la the attack made upon 
Fort Fisher, in December, 18G4, and 
the other in January, 1865. This ended 
his lighting career in the civil war. 
and he was next attached to the old 
Kearsarge aa lieutenant commander. 
He was later detailed to the Colorado, 
the flagship of the European squadron, 
where he remained until 1S68, when 
he was assigned to duty at the Naval 
academy. 


The first command which he re- 


ceived was in 1870, when he was 
in command of the Narragansett, then 
doing special duty. He later became 
commander and was retained on the 
Narragansott to make a survey of the 
Pacific. In 1S7G he was made a light- 
house inspector aad was later secre- 
tary of tie board. He was next .as- 
signed to the command of the Juniata, 
in the Asiatic squadron, and in Sep- 
tember, 1.SS4, was promoted to a cap- 
taincy and placed aboard the Dolphin, 
one of the four boats which formed 
the original white squadron. 


The following year he was sent to 


the flagship Pensacola of the European 
squadron, where he remained until 
1S8S, becoming chief of the Tnsresu of 
equipment aad recruiting, with , the 
rank of commodore-. He held this po- 
sition until 1S93, when he was made a 
member of the lighthouse board, re- 
ceiving his commission as commodore 
on February 23, 1836, at the same ticio 
becoming president of the board of 
inspection and survey, which place he 
held until put in command of t8e 
Asiatic squadron, in January of thftt 
year. Hia orders to destroy or capture 
the Spanish fleet at ManlUa and.'talcs 
the town were-received'ftt Hongkong 
and obeyed with alacrity.
